7. Claims 36-54 are objected to because of the following informalities: The term 
"rim" should be removed from the phrase "tire rim" throughout the claims, due to the fact 
that a "rim" is actually an element of a wheel assembly and not a tire. 

It is believed that the phrase "the ground surface" should be replaced with the 
phrase -the inner surface of the tire- in line 9 of claim 36 to clearly describe the 
invention, given the fact that as disclosed the spare inner wheel only contacts the inner 
surface of the tire and not the ground during a run-flat condition. 

The period (.) following the phrase "claim 41" should be replaced with a comma 
(,) in claim 42 for grammatical clarity. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 36-54 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the , 
objection(s), set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 3 August 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Applicant argues that the original Declaration is not defective, 
however, the Applicant is directed to paragraph 2 above.
